Their object in thus placing the new
structures on tho above named sites la
that trains arriving In the city would la
no wlss obstruct Hallroad avenue fcr
any great length of time.

chos and other extra wraps. .Mr. Grun
dy, who has chnrgo of tho smelter nt
.Mnrnvillas, says that this winter the
thermometer has frequently fallen to
eight degree below zero in the sitting--
room or his residence, but the family
hnvc foil no discomfort from the lack
of stores and furnaces, nnd have sat
around the evening lamp rending nnd
chatting Just as they are accustomed
to do nt nn oriMnory temperature.

At noonday the, tun is Intensely hot,
because of tho elevation nnd the rarity
of tho atmosphere, nnd blisters tho
fleth of those who nre not accustomed
to It. There Is a dtlTeretice ot SO and
sometimes 30 degrees in tho temporn
turo ot the shade and the sunshine
Water will freeze in the shade while 10
feot away men may be working' in their
shirt sleeves.

Thu natWta seem to bo entirely
Inured to cold nnd go about bareiootod
and barelegged over the lee and- - the
atones Indifferently without regard to
the temperature; but they have away
ot heaping the blanketitnn their heads
and wrapping up their faces to keep the
pure air out or their throats and nos
trlls. Tho women who herd Uie llocki
nre often out on tho mountain for
wecka nt n time without shelter or ntiT
thlritf to ent except pnrohrd corn, strips
of dried meat nnd coon lenres. whloh
nre the most powerful of nerve stimu
lants.
